Aylesworth Bill 


CONSTERNATION IN 
GOVERNMENT RANKS. 


Dr. Roche, of Manitoba, in 
addressing parliament recently 
on the Aylesworth election bill, 
made a statement which fell like 
a bombshell amongs members on 
the Government side of the 
House. One of the affidavits 
which had been read by Mr. Bole 
in regard to the Conservatives 
improperly securing the votes of, 
a number of Galiciane, was made 
by a man named Rudneski. This 
man, Dr. Roche said, was a man 
who had been in jail, and to-day 
was a criminal wno had been 
obliged to flee the country. More- 
over, it was stated by his own 
fellow-countrymen that he was 
guilty of wife murder in his own 
country. For the accuracy of 
this latter statement Dr. Roche 
said he could not vouch. How- 
ever, in order to refresh his 
memory in regard to Rudneski, 
Dr. Roche said he had telegraph- 
ed to Winnipeg, to Mr. Rogers, 
the Minister of Public Works. 

Proceeding, Mr. Roche read 
the telegram from Mr. Rogers. 
It ran as follows: ‘*Rudneski 
served a considerable time in the 
commen jail here. Had to skip 
the country last year. Rudneski 
made by himself and others eight 
affidavits, and sold the same to 
George Walton, Liberal organ- 
izer, for twenty-five dollars. I 
hold the original cheque given 
by Walton to Rudneski in pay- 
ment of these affidavits. The 
same will be published in to- 
night’s papers. Original cheque 
will be mailed you at Ottawa. Do 
not lose cheque az I want to get 
it cashed some day—insist on 
Bole reading five other affidavits 
for which Rudneski was paid by 
Walton. 

Dr. Roche said Mr, Bole no 
doubt thought he was doing 
something fine when he trotted 
out these affidavits. There was 
the telegram, and Mr. Walton, if 
he could disprove it, could bring 
an action in the courts against 
the author. These affidavits were 
the sort of thing which were 
being used by the Government to 
try and force this bill through the 
House. (Opposition cheers.) 

It seemed strange, too, that 
these affidavits should have been 
in the hands of Mr. Bole for 
twelve months without his having 
disclosed theircontents. Further, 
Mr. Walton had not the manli- 
ness, or rather was too manly, to 
utilize these affidavits himself, 
although ne was a member of the 
Manitoba Legislature. ‘‘Why did 
he not mention it??? asked Dr. 
Roche, ‘‘Why did ‘he not mention 
it in the Legislature, where he 
could have been met by the Min- 
ister of Public Works? He did 
not do it. He was ashamed. 
(Opposition cheers.) No doubt 
he felt it was $25 wasted. He 
transferred these affidavits to 
Mr. Bole in order that he might 
do the work which he (Mr. 
Walton) would not do in con- 
nection with his legislative 
duties.’’ 


THE ‘‘THIN RED LINE.”’ 


Mr. Roche then took up the 
“thin red line.”?’ What authority 
had this Mr. Leach? He was 
only appointed to perform a 
clerical task, to wit, to distribute 
the names on the voters’ lists 
where a polling subdivision was 
so situated that the boundaries of 
the electoral districts for Dom- 
inion and provincial purposes 
overlapped. But what happened. 
Mr. Leach was the Liberal organ- 
izer, a bitter partizan, and he 
proceeded to revise the lists, not 
only in the precincts where boun- 
daries overlapped, but all over 
the province. By the ‘‘thin red 
line’? he disfranchised thousands 
of citizens. ‘‘But,’’ said Mr.Roche, 
“‘the Minister of Justice boasts 
that no complaints came from 
Dauphin. Why not? The reason 
is very simple, there was no elec- 
tion in Dauphin. 

“The fact is,’? continued Mr. 
Roche, ‘‘that the member for 
Dauphin (Mr. Burrows) did not 
dare face an election. He pulled 
the wires and had his brother-in- 
law, Mr. Sifton, pospone the poll- 
ing in Dauphin for one week. In 
this way only did Mr, Burrows 
secure his election. I venture to 
say that he will never dare to face 
his constituents again. 


LEACH’S ONLY MOTIVE. 


It was impossible said Mr. 
Poche, to find any motive which 
governed the conduct of Mr. 
Leach except the desire to give 
his party the best of it. Two 
men would be living on the 
same farm; one would be dis- 
franchised, and the other not. 
In every such case the man who 
happened to be disfranchised hap- 
pened also to be a Conservative. 
The returning officers who. certi- 
fied to the lists, as mutilated by 
Leach, a thing which the highest 
court in Manitoba had declared 
to be criminal, but when these 
were indicted the Dominion Gov- 
ernment employed a lawyer to 
get them off.

~ Our Creamery. 


To the Editor of The News: 


Mr. Editor:— 


In a letter published on April 
22 under the above heading, I 
asked for the co-operation of the 
farmers for the gov’t creamery as 
a step towards securing gov’t 
co-operation in a pork packing 
plant on the same lines. 

A. H. Trimble takes exception 
to that letter considering it mis- 
leading. 

The only real objection, stated 
‘in his letter was, the gov’t was 
not entitled to all the credit for 
helping the creamery business 
out of the hole, and that he was 
tired of hearing it. 1 can quite 
agree to the latter objection, as 
he was tired eight years ago. He 
admits the creamery business 
was not ‘‘very successful’? under 
private management. Sir, it was 
a distinct failure, the Dominion 
gov’t had to step in and pay the 
farmers for cream supplied to the 
private creameries. I got my pay 
for cream supplied to the Crescent 
creamery from the gov’t. Prof. 
Robertson, Dairy Commissioner, 
took over all the creameries, 
putting Mr. Marker in charge and 
he is there yet. He even oper- 
ated the Trimble creamery for 
several seasons,and A.H. Trimble 
was a patron. I am willing to 
leave it to the farmers whether 
the gov’t is entitled to the whole 
credit or not. He goes onto ex- 
plain why the private concerns 
were a failure, attributing it to 
the bad times, etc. How have the 
times been this winter? And yet 
the creamery has never done 
better nor the pork worse. Had 
we gov’t operation in the pork 
business, does Mr. Trimble be- 
lieve it would be quite so bad? I- 
am willing to leave that to the 
farmers also, and if they have 
the courage of their convictions, 
we can abide by the results. 


I did say we had lost some 
patrons, because they would not 
supply a good cream, and I re- 
peat it. I did not say that the 
majority of his patrons are send- 
ing the poor article. He asks 
why he is getting a higher price 
for his butter than the gov’t. I 
have no means of knowing that 
he is, but it is not because it is a 
better article, and if he is, his 
patrons are not getting it. His 
statement that from the start he 
has paid from 1 to 2 cents more 
per lb. than the gov’t is not true, 
and also that he paid 1 1-2 cents 
more last season is not true. I 
have six monthly statements of 
each creamery and can prove 
that. What sort of a hole does 
that prick in the $1650 bubble. 
And as for his dollar being as 
good as the gov’t’s, I am nut 
altogether sure about even that, 
as I am informed that patrons 
who have been dividing their 
cream, say that the gov’t’s 25c 
for butter fat is quite equal to 
Mr. Trimble’s 27c, and in ‘one 
case more. His criticism of the 
directors of the Red Deer cream- 
ery is away off the mark, and 
shows how far away he ia from 
co-operative principles. We are 
only beginning to realize what 
gov’t operation means. 


It means that every pound of 
butter will weigh 16 ounces, that 
there will not be more than 16 
per cent of water in that butter, 
that each patron gets the same 
square deal. The president him- 
self cannot get in a poorer cream 
nor a better test than the con- 
ditions call for, and the same 
price to all in everything. We 
are saved from ourselves, and 
we are only beginning to know it. 
[I did not say that the Trimble 
creamery was taxed to its utmost 
capacity. It was the gov’tcream- 
ery and the gov’t buttermaker 
was my informant, and I doubt if 
there has ever been more butter 
made at that factory than was 
made then; certainly not 110,000 
as Mr. Trimble asserts. 


Mr. Trimble’s conclusions are 
not any more correct than the 
est of his letter. For not one 
single dollar of our money goes 
to either Calgary or Edmonton to 
pay gov’t officials. The only one 
we pay is our buttermaker, and 
the whole profit or loss is con- 
tained in 4 cents per lb. of butter, 
and Mr. Trimble knew that when 
he wrote it, for he was a patron 
of the gov’t ‘creamery at one 
time, and had he been contented 
to co-operate with the rest of us, 
Red Deer would have been the 
best advertised, as well as the 
biggest and best dairy district in 
Alberta. Possibly he expected to 
be a wee P. Burns in the dairy 
line instead. 


In conclusion I would inform 
him should the gov’t desire our 
creamery for a ‘‘pork packing 
plant’’ we will be ready to turn it 
over to them ‘‘quick’’ and build 
again, and thus steady both in- 
dustries.

STAR PATTERN INSERTION. 


The Motifs Are Joined Into Attractive 
Bands by Sewing Three of the Picots 
of Two Points Together Where They 
Meet. 


To make the favorite Irish crochet 
lace in attractive designs for blouse or 
dress trimmings follow these direc- 
tions: 

Ch., chain stitch; d., double stitch; t., 
treble stitch; p. c., padding cord. 


JAPAN’S NEW YEAR’S CAKE. 


Lasts a Year and Supposed to “Bring 
Good Luck. 

Important {n the celebration of New 
Year’s in Japan is the making of the 
New Year's cake, which every family 
must bave if good Juck is to follow it 
during the coming year. 

This cake {s made of a peculiar va- 
riety of rice, boiled and pounded in a 
great wooden mortar until it fs of the 
consistency of dough. Although the 
pure white dough is often colored yel- 
low or pink, the shape of the cake is 
always the same—that of the sacred 
mirror, one of the three sacred sym- 
bols of the Shinto faith. A piece of 
this cake, writes Clara W. Kaji in 
Leslie’s Weefily, is offered to the Shin- 
to deities because {t is of the shape of 
the sacred mirror which wooed the sun 
goddess to come out of the cave where

most useful, whether joined together 
for tusertion as illustrated or used sin- 
gly, as in Fig. 1. In this case it 1s 
either appliqued to the material or in- 
serted. The materials employed for 
the design were No. 42 Irish lace 
thread, white No. 10 padding cotton 
and a fine crochet hook. The patterns 
are equally suitable for silk and linen. 

To make the motif, wind the p. c. 
twenty times round a small mesh. Into 
this tiny ring of p. c. work 25 d. close- 
ly: First row, 2 d. into each stitch on 
ring. Second: row, 1 t. into each of 
last row. Third row, 1 d. into first t. 
of last row, 2 d. into next t., 1d. into 
next, then 2 d. into every alternate 
stitch, and 1 d. between to end of row. 
Fourth row, 15 ch. fasten to fourth 
stitch of last row, 15 ch. fasten to next 
fourth d., 1 d. into each of next 5 d.; 
*15 ch. fasten to next fourth stitch, 15 
ch. fasten to next fourth stitch, 1 d. 
into each of next 5 d.* and repeat three 
times. Fifth row, *10 d. into first 
loop, 10 ch., fasten to top of second 
loop. 10 d. down side of this loop, 1 d. 
into each of 5S d.,* and repeat all 
around. Sixth row, 1 d. into each d. 
all round and 10 d. into each top loop. 
Seventh row, 1 d. into center of first 
5 d., 2 ch. 1 t. into second stitch on 
loop, 2 ch. 1 t. into every second stitch 
all round, putting 1 d. into the center 
of each 5 d. between the points. 
Eighth row, 1 d. 5 ch. 1 d. into each 
space of 2 ch, all round. 

To make these motifs into {insertion 
join the points in the manner illustrat- 
ed by sewing three of the picots of 
two points, where they meet when 
placed together, on the wrong side 
neatly and securely. Two points at 
one side of the motif and one at the 
other must be joined in this five point 
star. 

To make Fig. 2 take four long strands 
of padding thread and fasten the

thread to one end with 1d. Twist the 
p. c. round to form a ring and work 
40 d. into it. Join the first and last 
stitches, *25 d. over p.c. Pull the p. c. 
to keep these stitches us close as possl- 
ble. Leave the p. c.. Turn and work 
1 d. into last stitch and 1 t. into each 
stitch to end; 2 d. into next two on 
ring. Turn; 1 d. into Inst t. and 1 t. 
into each t. to top, 1 d. into first d. and 
2d. over the p.c. Turn and work 1 d. 
over p. c. into each stitch of last row, 
and 2 into next two on center ring.* 
Repeat seven times, joining the first 5 
d. over p. c. to the preceding leaflet by 
taking up tbe stitches of that leaflet. 
Fasten off the p. c. securely on the 
back of the work and cut off ends of 
thread,

It might be mentioned here that 
in the first part of his address, 
he told the audience that he was 
in favor of Free Trade although 
he could not see it coming just 
yet, and later on in his address 
he would like to inform the News 
that he was not in favor of it. 

The Red Deer News printed an 
article recently,informing all who 
read that, in his opinion, the 
only two sources from which the 
country obtained its revenue, 
were the Customs and Excise. 
He would like to point out to the 
News, and he read off a list, that 
there are more than 30 different 
sources of obtaining revenue,and 
the greatest of all, and the source 
in which he thought the Con- 
servatives took greatest stock, 
was the Dominion Lands. He 
thought it very strange that a 
great Tory organ as the News 
should forget the Dominion Lands. 
Had Dr. Clark thought for a 
moment, he would have found 
out that all the list that he read 
off his piece of paper could be 
classified under either the head- 
ing of Excise or Customs, with 
perhaps the exception of the 
Dom. Lands, which was possibly 
a slip on the part of the News. 

Dr. Clark remarked that he 
thought the Tariff now in vogue 
an ideal method of raising money. 
He would ask the News for an 
answer to this question: whether 
the News thinks it is impossible 
to raise $50,000,000 where it has 
been raising $150,000,000. 

Dr. Clark then went on to the 
question of American markets 
versus the markets in Great 
Britain, for Canadian produce. 
He gave the audience some very 
surprising figures in comparing 
the outgoing of produce to the 
U. S. as to that to Britain. Were 
it not Dr. Clark ‘who gave these 
figures, we would be rather hard 
put to believe them. 

During the address a gentle- 
man of the town asked permission 
to go home to see to the babies, 
which Dr. Clark very willingly 
ave, 

By ten o’clock the people were 
leaving the hall by the dozens. 

He claimed the United States 
was not our natural market, but 
Great Britain. He warned the 
News that he never said a word 
against the pork packing indus- 
try. He enlarged on Great 
Britain’s grand old policy,and on 
her great manufactories, but the 
manufacturers of Canada were a 
lot of sharks. He didn’t believe 
in getting his philosophy from 
the Red Deer News, and asked 
why we should take our policy 
from an autocratic government 
like the Russians. He was not in 
favor of Free Trade but in favor 
of a Tariff for revenue only, then 
took up an hour to explain the 
Free Trade system of the Mother 
Land. If you vote Conservative, 
you vote for high protection. If 
you vote for protection, you vote 
for ruin of Canada. He wound up 
by saying he was in favor of the 
All Red Route and the Hudson 
Bay Railway scheme. 

The chairman regretted Mr. 
Root was not here. He would 
like to have heard him here 
to-night. Mr. Roothad a previous 
engagement at Erskine before 
being spuken to on the matter. 

Mayor Gaeiz congratulated the 
speaker on his able and _ lucid 
addreas, but he considered it a 
condemnation of the present 
Liberal administrat:on. He how- 
ever was glad to hear they were 
giving us some small reduction in 
the tariff. He was greatly pleased 
with the British preference re- 
marks by the speaker, and con- 
sidered the government was 
wise in adopting preferential 
trade with Great Britain.
